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Start  Fieldhouse  Work 


Construction  has  started  on  a 180-foot  ex- 
tension to  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Power  equipment  of  Bettilyon’s,  Inc.,  con- 
tractors of  Salt  Lake  City,  has  been  moved  into 
place  and  a protective  fence  is  under  construc- 
tion. The  Bettilyon  company  was  low  bidder 
among  twelve  contractors  with  an  offer  of 

$312,661. 

The  addition,  to  be  built  on  the  west  end 
of  the  fieldhouse,  will  increase  the  building 
area  by  28,950  square  feet.  Completion  date  is 
listed  for  next  December. 

The  new  addition  will  provide  a much-need- 
ed indoor  area  for  outdoor  sports.  Besides 


serving  the  baseball,  football  and  track  teams, 
it  will  also  be  utilized  for  instructional  pur- 
poses by  physical  education  and  intramural 
groups  on  campus. 

The  extension  will  be  180  feet  long  and  161 
feet  wide.  It  will  have  the  same  brick  exterior 
finish  as  the  rest  of  the  building,  and  it  will  be 
accessible  to  the  main  section  of  the  fieldhouse 
by  roll-up  doors  on  the  north  and  south  track 
lanes. 

Skylights  will  be  built  in  the  roof,  and  pro- 
tected windows  will  be  extended  the  length  of 
the  north  and  south  walls.  Floors  for  the  new 
structure  will  be  tanbark,  and  the  area  will  be 

heated  and  ventilated. 

The  new  addition  will  increase 
the  utility  of  the  entire  field- 
house.  It  will  provide  a 140-yard 
track  starightaway  and  thus 
broaden  the  university’s  indoor 
track  program.
